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Why the Stock Market Is a Reremeter 


T has often been said the behavior of the stock market 





on a given class of securities over a considerable period } 


of time is an accurate indication of the condition of the 
industry which sponsors those particular securities. 

One of the most interesting and intelligent comments on 
this condition was made recently by William C. Durant, on 
the eve of his departure for a European trip. Asked his 
opinion of the present condition of the market and the pos- 


sible future movements of stocks, Mr. Durant told his ques-f 
tioners that “If securities are carefully selected and repre-} 
sent sound values, a person, if he cares to do so, may take af 
trip to Europe and not worry about the day-te-day market tf 


changes, which are often influenced by manipulation rather 
than by legitimate supply and demand. 
“Stocks like General Motors,” continued Mr. Durant, 

“and United States Steel need no individual or syndi- 
cate manipulation to popularize the issues. Good earn- 
ings, good management, good products, enormous cash 
reserves, sound policies, and practically unlimited 
resources and credit sooner or later give to such stocks 
a proper market value and a substantial public invest- 
ment following. 

“To the individual speculatively inclined, who is in the 
habit of following the professional bear contingent the 
following suggestion may be in order: If you do not think a 
stock is worth the money, in my opinion, it is safer to leave 
it alone than to sell it short.” 

There is no question that Mr. Durant is right. Stocks 
may suffer from manipulation, from periods of depression, 
and from the “nerves” which are traditional in the stock 
market, but over a period the prices of the stocks will be 
determined by the condition, operation, and development of 
the companies which sponsor them. Consequently, the 
stock market quotations in the long run are a good basis for 


follows, then, that the automotive industry has reason for 
satisfaction over the steady climb that automotive stocks 
have registered during the past few months and over the 
firm position that these stocks are now holding. 


Another Speedway 


 gaaprecr ety who years ago foretold the end of motor 

racing have long since been discredited. It is true 
that the great Sheepshead Bay speedway in New York was 
torn down because metropolitan crowds never quite warmed 
up to motor racing, but in place of that one track half a dozen 
have sprung up. This year saw the opening of the big new 
racing plant near Atlantic City and the track near Charlotte, 
N.C., and now comes the announcement that New Orleans is 
going to build a saucer to be ready during the coming winter. 

Details of the New Orleans track still are lacking, but 
the cost will be in the neighborhood of half a million dollars. 
Considerble of a track can be built for that amount of money 
down there in the cheap lumber belt. Presumably winter 
racing will flourish in New Orleans, and, with the tracks in 
southern California, the racing drivers can be sure of steady 
work all year around. 

Canada reports a most satisfactory half year in the 
export field. From January 1 to June 30 last 27,346 pas- 
senger cars and 11,543 motor trucks and buses were shipped 
abroad from Canedian plants.
